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S«ctloo I presents nodel Intonml Resting Inventories and Close Procadores. 
lAch project psrtlclpsnt designed cuo diagnostic-predictive Instnasents uoique to 
dielr specific content sress. The aore thorou^ Infomal Seeding Isveiitorles 
follow Oie guidelines set forth by David L. Shepherd in his Cooprdiensive Hirii 
School Reed ing Methods (Charles E. Merrill, 1973). Appendix A-1 presents the 
edepted specific guidelines supplied to the participants. 

^ Based upon the inforcation obtained froa the Group Inforaal P^HIng Inwntorj 
e dwtnls tratioo, teachers vers able to grot^ their students either according to 
thrir reeding levels » i.e. Independent, Instructional, or Frustration ~ or 
according to reading skill areas of veaknesses, i.e. Vocabulary, Coeprtfiension, 
or Study Skills. 

Accuracy levels vers established for each of the three levels es 90Z to 
lOOX correct being Independent; 70% to 89Z correct as Instructional; While 
perforatnce of less than 70Z correct indicated the Frustrstion level. Competency 
levels for die specific reading skills varied dependent upon the teachers 
judgMnt. 

The eecond diagnostic-predictive inetrunent used to predict student success 
with reading material vas the Cloze Procedure. FoUovlng the guidelines set forth 
in Appendix A-2, each participant designed s Close Procedure unique to his ovn 
content area. Teachers could then group their clauses according to studsnt 
perfomance on the Clore. Accuracy levels were established for each of the three 
reading levels as S7Z to lOOZ correct being Independent; 4^2 to 56Z correct ss 
Instructional; vhile performcnce on less than 44Z correct indicated the 
Frustration level. Unlike the Gro /p Infoxaal Blading Inventory, the Close 
Procedure did not provide diagnof .ic ixiforcation for specific reading skills.

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POETRY AND YOU 



Not long ago twenty people were a.ked the question, "Do you read poetry?" Tliey 
were adult, ranging in age fro« twenty^ne to nearly seventy, a cross-section of society 
including teachers, factory-workers, a doctor, a professional -u.^cian, three far-hands, 
several clerks, and shop-assistants. Of these twenty people asked individually, one said 
she read poetry constantly, preferring it to all other recreations. One said he read 
it fairly often, .ainly contemporary poems in nagarines. Four said they occasionally 
read poetry: they picked up a book perhaps once a year. The remaining fourteen said 
they never read poetry, rtost were not hostile, though two or thee thought it was rubbi.h 
and were strongly opposed to It. The rest had nothing against it, they lust weren't 
interested. 

If this sample unit was a fair one, it secas at least seventy per cent of the adult 
population have little or no use for poetry. Only one in ten regards it as of real value. 
Of course, this sample was too srall to be considered scientific. But one further 
question was asked. "Did you once read poetry?" To this question all but three answered 
unhesitatingly, "Yes." It seems that nearly everyone reads some poetry at school, and 
few continue to read It afterwards. Is poetry lust something you are t;»ught at school 
and forget when you f.o out Into the world? 
I hope not. 

In this unit we are r.olnp to explore some different kinds of poems, what makes a poem, 
and practice writing and reciting sone on our own. Early In the unit each of you should 
choose one of the poemn from the packet to memorize and recite.

We 

call this BALLAD LITERATURR. The authora of ballads vera not renenbered, and 

ne can only conjecture who they were, ^ch of the current ballad literature 

exlata In the forn of nuraery rhynea. Infants and yoonx children renain the 

laat aunrlvora of the oral tradition. 

Let*a beffln vith children who learn rhynea fron their nother lonn before 

they are able to read. Think of all the nursery rhynes: '*Little Boy Blue**, 

**Jack and Jill'*; *'Baa Bee Black Sheep". It*s eaay to dlanias these rhynes aa 

nere chlldlahneaa, but that would be a nlstake* For certain poetic reaaons 

they fom an excellent foundation for the taste of every reader.
